RAILWAY ISSUES — 
STIR SPRINGFIELD 


If the Anti-Pass Bill Is Put 
Through Legislature Meas- 
ure for Cheaper Fares 
Will Be Taken Up. 


MORE LIGHT ON I. c. CLAIM 


Deneen Would Give Primary 
Law Fair Test Before Chang: 
ing It; Charter and Tax 
Topies on Schedule.

Springfield, III., Jan. 7.—{Special.]—If the 


legislature sees fit to enact the anti-pase bill 


which will be recommended by Gov. Deneen 
in his message to the general assembly when 
it convenes Wednesday noon, it is probable 
the railroad and warehouse commission will 
follow up this step by undertaking to secure 
passenger rate reduction. 

By prohibiting the issuance of passes the 
legislature increases the passenger receipts 
of railnoads and it is part of the program for 
the raflroad commission then to start an in- 
vestigation into the reasonableness of the 
present 8 cents a mile charge. 

The governor will recommend that the 
legislature give state application to the fed- 
eral rate law, giving to the state railroad 
commission the same powers with reference 
to state traffic that the federal commission 
has over interstate commerce and putting the 
same penalties on rebating. 

The state commission now has power toin- 
quire {nto the reasonableness of passenger 
rates, as Well as freight rates. A 20 per cent 
reduction has been secured in the latter, and 
it is proposed to see what can be done wth 
the former. 

A 2 cent rate has been mentioned, but no ac- 
tion along this line will be asked of the legis- 


lature by the governor, partly because it is 


impossible to fix @ reasonable rate by legis- 
lative action without an investigation and 
partly because the state administration al- 
ready possesses the same power to secure a 
reduction without the aid of the general 
assembly. 


Will Act on Illinois Central. 


In one way and another the railroads will 
receive considerable attention from the as- 
sembly, the Illinois Central being one specific 
instance of a case needing particular treat* 
ment. It is developed now that the subcom- 
mittee of the directors of that road appointed 
to consider the state's claim did not allow it 
to drop from the negotiatory stage by inat- 
tention, but did investigate it and then re- 
fuse to settle. \ 

These facts will be given to the legislature 
in a special message asking for an appropria- 
tion to conduct the laweuit. Gov. Deneen will 


P inform the assembly that the subcommittee 


on which were BE. H. Harriman, Corne/ius 
Vanderbilt, John Jacob Astor, and John W. 
Auchincloss, came to the decision that they 
would pay some of the claims, but would re- 
fuse to pay others. 

The governor inquired whether an agree- 
ment could be reached by which the road 
would pay the claims it admitted to be just 
and would allow the courts to pass on those 
which it disputed. The committee refused to 
make such an agreement, replying that the 
company would pay some of the claims if 
the others were dropped. 

Negotiations practically stopped at that 
point and the governor now wants money to 
go into the courts. The amount of the claim 
ze stated to the directors’ committee was 
over $4,450,000. The best information obtain- 
able places ft at $4,800,000, and this was the 
amount which Mr. Harriman and his com- 
mittee took under consideration. It is an- 
nounced that no increase has been made in 
the claim since the negotiations were broken 
off, although it has almost doubled during 
the investigation. 


Will Urge Tax Commission. 

Gov. Deneen in his regular message will 
advocate the creation of a tax commission, 
a proposition which carries with it the neces- 
sity for a constitutional amendment if the 
recommendations of the proposed commis- 


,sion are to be made effective. The govern- 


or will say nothing about the amendment, 
leaving this to the legislature for considera- 
tion. Another proposal for a constitutional 
amendment and a tax commisrion will be 
contained in a resolution and a bill which 
the civic federation will have introduced. 

With reference to convict labor the gov- 
ernor will describe the plan of using it at 
Chester and will ask that authority for larger 
operation be granted. The Chester peniten- 
tlary nw is producing considerable pow- 
dered stone which can be used to sweeten 
alkali land and make it productive. It is 
estimated that twenty-three counties in the 
state have this sour land which the powdered 
stone can sweeten. 

No effort will be made by the administra- 
tion to secure any changes in the method 
of representation in the general assembly, 
partly because only one constitutional 
amendment can be submitted at a time, and 
the tax amendment is considered the more 
important, and partly because it is certain 
that any move in this direction would pro- 
duce bills aimed to reduce Chicago's repre- 
sentation in the legislature. 


Fair Test for Primary Law. 

With regard to primary law the gov- 
ernor will take the position that the present 
law has not been tested thoroughly, and will 
advise that it be given such test to determine 
what, if any, amendments it needs. 

In this connection it may be said that the 
gloomiest predictions regarding certain sec- 
tions of the proposed Chicago charter dealing 
with politicis bid fair to be realized if off- 
hand opinions from the arriving statesmen 
have any value. 

The direct primary provision of the char- 
ter bill does not seem to make much noise 
with the state administration, and several 
most ardent advocates of the direct primary 
seem to have experienced a change of heart, 
possibly owing to circumstances over which 
they had no control in the August primaries. 
Charles Allen, for instance, most zealous 
believer in the direct primary, comes back 
to the legislature because a convention sent 
him back. If it had been left to the pri- 
maries Mr. Allen would have remained in 
Hoopeston, his native heath. 

Furthermore, with reference to the charter, 
whenever any one mentions the possibility 
of dropping the party circle and column there 
are several legisiative fits thrown and it 
bodes ill. 

It is the opinion of Speaker Shurtleff that it 
is impossible to handle Sunday closing in 
the manner in which the charter framers 
propose to do—by making a separate bill of 
the proposition. He affirms that the charter 
can contain provisions only for matters local 
to Chicago, and that Sundey closing is a gen-

THREE LIVES COST OF A KISS. 


Woman Who Refused to Give It 
Dead, Man Who Sought Dying. 


FLAT IS LIKE, A SHAMBLES, 


Caller Runs Amuck with Razor and 
Revolver in Home. 


New York, Jan. 7.—[Special.]—One woman 
dead, another woman and 4 man dying, and 
a second man seriously wounded is the re- 
sult of a fight for a kiss in the slain woman's 
home tonight. 

The tragedy occurred in the apartments of 
Mrs. Lena Wiedeman, proprietress of a 
manicuring parlor in the hotel. George Fal- 
lon, a friend of John Wiedeman, her hus- 
band, and one of their two boarders, was 
the principal actor in the tragedy. He at- 
tempted to kiss Mrs. Wiedeman and she re- 
pulsed him. Fallon slashed her with a razor 
and then shot her. In the same way he 
wounded two others, a man and a woman, 
who attempted to escape from the apart- 
ment. Then he shot himself in the head. 


The Dead. 
WIEDEMAN, MRS. LENA, hacked with razor and 
killed after she repulsed Fallon. 


Fatally Wounded. 

FALLON, GEORGE, shot himself in head in at- 
tempt to commit suicide. 

RATEL, MISS PAULINE, shot by Fallon as she 
attempted to escape from flat; seriously wound- 
ed. 

BRAMAN, FRED, slashed with razor by Fallon 
as he attempted to escape from flat. 


Mrs. Wiedeman died within an hour after 
the tragedy.. Just before she died she told 
the police that Fallon had struggled with 
her because she refused to kiss him. She 
drew a revolver in self-defense, she said, 
and shot at him, and then, she said, he drew 
a razor, and, after slashing her, seiged the 
revolver and shot her. 


Story of the Tragedy. 

For several years Mrs. Weideman managed 
a manicure establishment in the Hotel Endi- 
cott, and her husband kept a news stand near 
the corner of Eighty-first street and Colum- 
bus avenue. On the opposite corner Fallon 
has a flower stand, and he and Weideman 
became acquainted. Finally Fallon engaged 
a room from the Weidemans in their apart- 
ments in West Eighty-second street. Miss 
Ratel, who for about a year has been em- 
ployed by Mrs. Weideman, also secured a 
room from the couple. 

Today Wiedeman sold his newsstand and 
at noon he told Fallon that he was going to 
leave town. According to what the police 
jearned from acquaintances, Fred Braman, 
who has known Miss Ratel for several years, 
tonight visited the apartment and he and 
the young woman were in the front parior 
when Fallon entered the house. 

Some minutes after Braman and Mise Natel 
heard Fallon and Mrs. Wiedemann in a heated 
argument. Miss Ratel went into the dining 
room to inquire about the trouble. Mrs. 
Wiedeman smiled and said thet Fallon was 
angry because her husband had sold his 
newsetand and anticipated going to New 
Jersey, where he was to build an embroidery 
factory.’ 

Struggle Lasts for Minutes. 

Returning to the parlor, Mise Rate re- 


mained with Braman for an hour or more, | 


when they were startied by the report of 
a pistol shot. Neither moved from the room 
until they heard the second shot. Then a 


struggle ensued in the rear rooms, and both. | 
shut the door and held it. The struggle con- 
tinued for several minutes, and they could 
hear the criés of Mra. Wiedeman, and more 
shots followed. Chairs were overturned, and 
| then there was a silence. 

Then they cautiously opened the door and 
saw Fallon standing over Mrs. Wiedeman 
with a razor in his hand. Miss Ratel ran 
through the hall of the apartment. As she 
opened the door leading out of the apart- 
ment Falion exclaimed: 

„Where are you going? 

As she turned he raised hie hand and fired 
at her. The woman ran down the stairs and 
fell in the halle 

Braman quicRly followed Miss Ratel, and 
ae he jumped towards the door, Fallon 
struck him with the handle of the revolver, 
and also cut him slightly with the razor. 


Neighbors Hear the Shooting. 

Dr. Michael Leo, a dentist residing on one 
of the lower floors, heard -the shots, and, 
running out to give the alarm, met John 
Wiedeman returning. At about the same in- 
stant the same cry was uttered by Paul Wil- 
stach, who has apartments on the floor below 
the scene of the tragedy. He had been ap- 
prised of the shooting by Miss Ratel, who had 
managed to reach his apartments. 

A policeman who had been called from 
the street rushed to the fourth floor, and in 
the hallway found Fallon standing over the 
woman’s body with a razor in his hand. 
The officer said that Fallon attacked him 
and that he felled the other with his club. 
Mrs. Wiedeman survived her injuries, but a 
few moments and Fallon and Miss Ratel were 
hurried to a hospital, where it is expected 
both will die. Braman was removed to a 
hospital, but was not dangerously wounded. 

During the excitement Wiedeman returned 
home, and when he learned that his wife 
had been murdered he collapsed. Later he 
was held ag a witness, and when ques- 
tioned at the station house said that he had 
sold hie news stand because he, with two 
other men, were going to start manufactur- 
ing embroidery in Hoboken. 

Husband Doesn’t Know Cause. 

He said that he could give no reasons for 
the shooting. His wife and he had always 
been happy and they looked forward 
with delight to giving up their business in 
Manhattan and moving to Hoboken.

SUCCEEDS. 


Vault in Peoria Library Building 
Forced by Hired Yeggmen. 


Peoria, III., Jan. 7.—[Special.]—The board 
of education’s safe in the library building was 
forced open some time during last night, and 
practically every piece of damaging evidence 
against Newton C. Dougherty, now in Joliet 
penitentiary, was taken from it and burned in 
the library furnace. 

More than six thousand papers, principally 
forged scrip signed by Dougherty, was thus 
destroyed. 

Detectives who have been working on the 


| case declared tonight that the safe was 


opened by the combination first: and, then 
blown to give evidence of burglary. They say 
that there is every indication that the entire 
job was done by some persons who were 
thoroughly familiar, not only with the build- 
ing but with the office and where the papers 
were kept. 

The crime was not discovered until 9 o'clock 
this morning, when Miss Anne Rynerson, sec- 
retary of the board, opened her office. 


Time Taken to Do Job Well. 


The safeblowers entered the library 
through a rear window. It was then an 
easy matter to reach the safe. A haif inch 
hole was drilled beside the lock anda charge 
of guncotton placed in the opening. 

Only the papers which pertained to the 
Dougherty case were seized. Scores of other 
packages were not touched. 

The bundles containing the forged scrip 
were taken to the furnace room in the Dase- 
ment and burned. 

Soon there will be called in the Circuit court 
four suite against former school treasurers 
and bondsemen of the school board. ‘hat 
agents of some of these bondsemen, who fear 
they wiil be held for the Dougherty short- 
age, were responsible for the safeblowing Is 
one of the theories held by State’s Attorney 


Scholes. 
Effort to Release Dougherty. 


An effort was made several months ago to 
release Dougherty from the penitentiary. 
State’s Attorney Scholes at that time told 
the friends of Dougherty in this city that 
if he was released he would at once send 
him back again on other indictments which 
he could bring on evidence in the posses- 
gion of the school board. The destruction of 
this evidence makes further prosécution of 
Dougherty difficult if he should regain his 
liberty. 

The destruction of the papers also prevents 
the school board from taking further action 
against membersot Dougherty’ s family, who 
are known to have large amounts of money. 

Copies of all ef the forged notes and school 
script destroyed are now in the hands of 
the Fverett Audit company of Chicago. At- 
torney H. C. Fuller. r presenting the school 
board, said they would go ahead with the 
prosecution of the suits in spite of the fact 
that most of the evidence which they had 
intended to use had been destroyed. 

At a meeting of the school board this even- 
ing it was voted to offer a reward of $600 for 
the apprehension of the parties who de- 
stroyed the papers or were in any way con- 
nected with the affair. The finance commit-

Insurance Reforms Favored. . 

Gov. Deneen will suggest certain changes 
in the insurance laws, and O. B. Ryon of 
Streator, the insurance expert appointed to 
investigate the insurance department, has 
drawn bills along the lines of the ane 
changes. 

One measure will provide tor the Ken tion 
of the office of state fire marshall. it is pro- 
posed to have the state divided into districts 
and subdistricts, with marshals in charge.

Mr. Ryon declare incendiarism in Massa- 
chusetts in twelve years has been reduced 
from 20 per cent to.5 per cent. The cost m- 
vol ved in the prosecution ort firebugs’”’ has 
been so great to the fire insurance companies 
that they have hesitated in many cases to 
bring offenders. to justice.

Bill to Revise Rebate Law. 

Revision of the present anti-rebate law is 
provided in a bill which is designed particu- 
lariy to punish the agent of an insurance 
company in connection therewith. This bill 
provides a jail. sentence for an agent found 
guilty of giving rebates, whereas heretofore 
it has only been a fine. The recipient of a 
rebate also may be fined under the provisions 
of the bill. 

Another bill regulates the salaries of in- 
surance company officials and provides that 
all’ important. items of expense shall be fixed 
by ‘the board of directors. 

Regulating voting by proxy in mutual com- 
panies is undertaken in another measure. 

Mayor W. H. Behrens of Carlinville, repub- 
ican member from the Thirty-eighth dis- 
trict, will introduce a bill requiring railroads 
to make a daily distribution of their empty 
coal cars im proportion to the tonnage of the 
mines along their respective lines and an- 
othér bill to require steam and electric roads 
to mainfain electrio signal gongs.at all cross- 
ings, in the country as well as in the cities.

Dismisses Ohio Bank Cases. 


In an opinion by Justice Brewer, the court 
dismissed the cases dealing with the failure 
last spring of the Canton (O.) State bank. 
Five of the Canton cases were before the 
court—two against Corwin D. Bachtel, cash~ 
ler, and one each against William L. Davis, 
vice president and director; Charles H. Van 
Horn, teller, and Harvey H. Miller, a cus- 
tomer. These were returned by the grand 
jury under the Ohio free banking law, which 
provides for the imprisonment of from 
one to ten years of any officer or agent of 
@ bank who in any way may attempt to de- 
ceive or defraud 
The indicted men, failing to secure writs 
of habeas corpus, brought their suits to the 
Supreme court, contending that the banking 
law wasjunconstitutiona! as class legislation. 
The effect of today’s action will be to leave 
the cages in the state courts.
